ob Lutener has never 
been happier At 19 
soing on 42,” he's had a 


rough life: a high school 

opout, Rob has lived on 
the streets twice and has 
hung out with shady charac- 
ters in society's dark under- 
side. He has seen things 
most kids his age shouldn't. 
But this recovered “bad 
motherfucker” has suddenly 
found purpose in his life, 
After hanging out and 
becoming a fixture on the 
Whyte Ave. scene for six 
years, he’s videotaping a 
documentary about the sum- 
mer of 1999. 

But the budding film- 
maker, known more com- 
monly as SNFU Rob because 
of his deep appreciation for 
the punk rock group SNFU, 
feels he’s getting the wrong 
kind of attention from 
Edmonton police. SNFU Rob 
says that ever since he tried 
to videotape someone get- 
ting busted at Gazebo Park 
for smoking pot, police have been 
giving him a rough ride. 

One beat cop, he claims, called 
him “faggot” and another told him: 
“we're gonna take you down.” 

“When you've got a guy who’s 
like, six foot seven and carries a 
gun telling you that, it stresses you 
out,” said SNFU Rob, who was 
also charged recently with posses- 
sion of marijuana. 

He says police have threatened 
to seize his camcorder, an 1 1l-year- 
old Sony Video-8; and they’ve told 
him he’s banned from the two 
Gazebo parks in Old Strathcona 
for three years. 

“Probably one of the best things 
I've got (on tape) is of the cops 
hassling me, and (footage of) a 
friend talking about how he used 
to sell coke and all the trouble he 
got into because of it and what it 
did to him and;his friends and how 
he saw what he was doing to peo-

ple.” 

But SNFU Rob is confused 
about the way police have acted 
towards him. He isn’t doing any- 
thing wrong, he claims. He’s just a 
guy with a camera documenting 
everything he sees. On a budget of 
$6 and a pack of smokes a day, 
SNFU Rob has been videotaping 
everything from drug deals to 
drunken philosophers since the 
end of May. Filming for the pro- 
ject, entitled Chillin’ the Summer 
of 99, ends Aug. 31 and SNFU Rob 
hopes to have the first of two parts 
ready by Halloween. 

Chillin’, he says, is a real docu- 
mentary. He and his friends have 
been hanging out in the Whyte 
Ave. area for years and have seen 
“the craziest fuckin’ shit, man.” So 
he decided to record all that crazy 
shit. His enthusiasm for the project 
is such that, while discussing it, his 
speech is a non-stop series of 
about a half-dozen streams of

The Drowning Girls 

Alberta Treasury Branches Stage 

Beth Graham and Daniela Vlaskalic are The 
Drowning Girls, and they're prepared to take a 
bath at this year’s Fringe. 

Based on an actual court case, The 
Drowning Girls is the story of Bessie Mundy 
and Alice Burnham, two of the victims of 
George Joseph Smith, who liked to drown his 
wives in the bathtub and cash in on their life 
insurance policies. Scotland Yard uncovered 
the ugly truth about Smith. 

“Tt sounds like a dark story but we've kind of 
taken a humorous take on it,” said Graham, 
who plays the 26-year-old Alice. “There’s a bit 
of mystery, a bit of comedy, a bit of drama, all 
in figuring out how the heck he got away with 
what he did.” 

The pair chose to focus on the first two of 
Smith’s three murdered wives because they 
were the most compelling; details and vital 
information was scarce for the third wife, who 
was married, insured and murdered inside of 48 
hours. Bringing these long-gone women to life 
again through the script was a challenge for 
Graham and Vlaskalic. 

“We're in the drowning zone, so we're dead,

and we've come back to tell our story but 
we get caught up in it and start to relive the 
events,” said Graham. “It takes place in the pre 
sent, but travels back and forth from present to 
past.” 

The real-life Smith is the springboard for

“He would go out and get a bathtub on credit 
and then return it after the murder,” she said 
“He was smart but he wasn’t the most suave 
murderer. It’s a black humor; we try to have fun 
with it.” 

Graham and Vlaskalic spent the summer 
researching their characters and the infamous 
trial, writing the script and rehearsing the piece 
with director Charlie Tomlinson Apparently, 
the threesome spent a lot of time in the tub 

“It took a long time getting all the writing 
together, researching the trial cases,” said 
Vlaskalic. The final result is “a lot of improvisa- 
tion and a lot of water. There’s a bathtub on 
stage and we're soaking wet the whole time.” 


Sexual Interplay 

Kokanee Stage 

With a title like Seawal Interplay, first-time 
writer Terra Incognita appears to have the mar- 
keting side of theatre down pat. No matter who 
you are, you're bound to be just a teensy bit 
curious about such a show. But it’s more than 
just a blatant grab for your attention. Sexual 
Interplay is a play on words, representing the 
story of a drag queen director (Michael Dore, 
a.k.a. Pepper) who puts an ad in the paper for 
“sexually outrageous and outgoing individuals 
of both genders.” 

This play-within-a-play explores numerous 
issues including acting, drugs and sexuality, 
says Incognita, a sociology/psychology student 
at the University of Alberta. 

“It’s a post-modern play dealing with pop-cul- 
ture issues in the ’90s,” she said. “It’s quite 
humorous; our motto is 69-per-cent sex, 100- 
per-cent entertainment.” 

As the actors playing actors (Marcia 
MacDonald, John Roby and Adrienne Smook) 
arrive at the rehearsal space, a former church, 
they do a cold read of the play, which’ leads to 
both funny slips of the tongue and heated dis- 
cussions about issues raised in the script. 

“(The director) questions them; he probes 
them with sexual questions. The whole play- 
within-a-play is a quite raunchy black comedy.” 

Incognita, who has been involved in theatre 
since childhood, describes her first Fringe 
experience as “a really wonderful and scary 
experience at the same time. I have to say it’s a 
lot like playing God; I’m the director and the 
publicist and the understudy all at the same 
time. But I know it’s something that we'll all 
remember for a long time.”

Destination: Devine’s 
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The Rape of Lucrece

Anyone even remotely familiar 
with the Edmonton theatre com- 
munity won’t be surprised that 
local playwright/director Scott 
Sharplin is adapting another work 
of Shakespeare for this year’s 
Fringe. You may be surprised, 
however, by the piece Sharplin 
chose. : 

“It’s fun to say I’m doing the 
world premiére of a Shakespeare 
play,” said Sharplin, who adapted 
Shakespeare's poem The Rape of 
Lucrece for the stage. “There isn’t 
much written on it so it’s hard to 
tell, but as far as I'm concerned it’s 
probably the world premiére.” 

One of the Bard’s earlier works, 
the poem tells the story of a 
Roman nobleman who rapes his 
comrade’s wife. Sharplin was 


















attracted,to the story for several 
reasons. 

“Shakespeare focuses on the 
psychological motives and conse- 
quences surrounding that action,” 
said Sharplin, who directed his 
adaptation of the story of Richard 
lll in Richard, for the River City 
Shakespeare Festival. “It’s kind of 
a morality tale in some ways, but 
he’s not content to leave it as a 
simple moral tale, you know, ‘rape 
is bad.’ He examines it.” 

Of course, theatrical viability 
also played an important role for 
Sharplin, who first considered 
rewriting the poem for the stage 
several years ago. 

“It’s different from most Shake- 
speare plays in that it focuses on 
one specific act and its conse- 
quences. I think that works well 
for something like the Fringe, 
which is very up close and inti- 
mate.” 

The poem is written in epic 
style, with a narrator (Diego 
Ibarra) and shifting points of view 





from which the story of Tarquin 
(Danie! Arnold), who is obsessed 
with Lucrece (Vanessa Sabourin), 
the wife of his fellow army officer 
Collatine (Dave Stone). 

“We're kinda playing around 
with the style of it,” he said. “The 
poetry lends itself to a high rhetor- 
ical style but we also play around 
with some naturalistic bits. I’m 
hoping it'll satisfy everyone's itch.”

David Belke marks a milestone 
this year with his tenth consecutive 
premiére at the Fringe. It all start- 
ed in 1990 with a sort of sci-fi fan- 
tasy called Swordplay: the Legend 
of the Princess Outlaw. He’s come 
a long way since, working over 10 
years with five directors and 36 
actors at six locations. In the 
process, he has built up a loyal fol- 
lowing by writing compelling 
scripts that are wonderfully staged. 

This year’s production, Ten 
Times Two, takes a supernatural 
bent, following two characters 
over six centuries. One, a treacher- 
ous sort, has been cursed with 
immortality. The second is a 
woman who returns in various 
reincarnations. 

On a bet, bad guy Ephraim 
(John Sproule) tries to get a 
woman to fall in love with him, but 
she dies suddenly. Ephraim, on a 
point of pride, continues the 
chase. “He’s a tough guy,” said 
Belke. “We give him credit for the 
murder of Richard II. He is this 
Machiavellian plotter who delights 
in fighting rebellions and civil 
wars.”

ometimes assholes are funny 
(Steve Martin and Michael 
Caine in Dirty Rotten 
Scoundrels); sometimes they're 
scary (Joe Pesci in Goodfellas).

Hurlyburly, adapted from the 
play by David Rabe, has much to 
offer the asshole connoisseur. Its 
script has many favorable things in 
common with the Taj Mahal of ass- 
hole flicks, Glengarry Glen Ross; 
its direetion, by Anthony Drazan, 
shirks all frills to focus directly on 
the unlikable characters; and the 
cast is a jerkophile’s dream, with 
real-life asshole Sean Penn leading 
the rat pack 

Most Hollywood films take great 
measures to ensure the heroism of 
their protagonists — having them 
rescue hostages, defuse bombs 
and save drowning puppies, all in 
the first ten minutes of the film. 
Even flawed anti-heroes, like any 
character Mel Gibson ever plays, 
invariably have a heart of gold. So 
maybe it’s a shot at Hollywood 
that the inhabitants of Hurlyburly

should go runming to a sex 

therapist at the first sign of 
trouble, but for God's sake, if 
you're married and you haven t 
had sex in five years and you're 
not talking about it, get some 
bloody help. 

“Most people wait too long to 
get help,” says Tobi Klein, a certi- 
fied marriage, couple and sex 
therapist. “They wait until the sit- 
uation becomes a crisis, until 
they are totally depressed or 
can’t function or until one person 
threatens to leave the relation- 
ship. When it comes to sex prob- 
lems, people wait until they turn 
into relationship problems.” 

I certainly know how easy it is 
to leave things to the last minute, 
but really, you might want to 
deal with the fact that your hus- 
band can’t come inside you 
before you start thinking about 
having a baby. 

Retarded ejaculation (not 
being able to come during inter- 
course), along with premature 
ejaculation and erectile dysfunc- 
tion (a kinder term for impo- 
tence) are the three most com- 
mon problems among the men 
Klein sees. For women, the big- 
gies are lack of orgasm, lack of 
interest in sex and painful sex. 

The sad thing is that the longer 
you wait for treatment, the hard- 
er it is to correct the problem. 
Premature ejaculation, for exam- 
ple, is one of the easiest condi- 
tions to treat, but most couples 
have a hard time even admitting 
it’s a problem, says Klein. 

“You have a guy who comes 
really quickly and the woman 
isn’t happy about it, but she 
doesn’t want to hurt his feelings 
so she doesn’t say anything,” 
Klein explains. “He doesn’t feel 
there is a problem. Sure, he

knows he comes a little fast, but 
it’s not the end of the world.” 

That is, not until she gets sick 
of it and stops having sex with 
him, or he givg her a hard time 
because she never wants to have 
sex. One way to at least curb this 
resentment is to make sure she’s 
satisfied first. But that still won’t 
solve his problem, says Klein. A 
better, long-term solution is for 
him to learn how to control his 
ejaculation, which can be done 
through a variety of techniques 
learned in therapy. 

As always, however, the first 
step to solving a problem is 
admitting you have one. “I get 
guys who come into therapy with 
this problem who say, ‘Why can’t 
you get her to come faster ?”” 

Please. 

Klein says the hardest problem 
to deal with (quite literally) is the 
aforementioned retarded ejacula- 
tion. Klein says being unable to 
come inside a woman often 
results from a phobia, such as 
fear of pregnancy, fear of losing 
control or fear of infection. She 
had one case of an epileptic who 
was afraid of coming because he 
likened it to a seizure. 

These men can usually ejacu- 
late while masturbating, but they 
need to get over their fear of 
coming inside a woman. During 
treatment, Klein will encourage 
the couple to get the man 
aroused, then have her get out of 
bed while he comes. Eventually, 
she sits next to him on bed while 
he comes; next he might let him-
